Results: Eight New Cases of COVID-19

Eight (8) new cases of COVID-19 were identified out of 518 tests performed on July 26. To
date, there have been a total of 8,514 officially reported cases of COVID-19 with 143 deaths, 52
cases in active isolation, and 8,319 not in active isolation. The CAR Score is 0.3.

Operation Liberate Guam update: To date, a total of 95,427 or 79.5% of adults have received
either both doses in the two-dose series (Pfizer-BioNTech and Moderna) or the single-dose series
(Johnson & Johnson/Janssen) of the COVID-19 vaccine.
